COURTS CIVIL AND MILITARY. 

The Crawley Court Martial, which lasted 
for twenty-one days, has drown out tho press 
of England on tho By item of military courts 
generally. The evidanco fcr the prosecution 
occupied 15 days, and it is said on good au 
thority, that uny oco of tho English Common 
Law Judges would not only have got through 
it, but would have written down tho whole 
of the admissible evidence in three days 
But the delay in Courts Martial, is from tho 
course purauod souiowhal oxcusablc; every 
question must be reduced to writing, and 
must be submitted first to the prisoner, to 
ascertain whether ha hua any objection to it, 
•nd then to the court to sanction it, it is then 
put and tho answer it* recorded. Constituted 
•■ our military tribunals are, il could hardly 
ba otherwise, for tho President of a Court 
Martial cannot bo oxpectud to take notes of 
all the evidence which comes before him, , 
and deoide promptly what is relevant and 
vrhat is not. Fortunately in this Island wa 
arc not troubled with Courts martial, but the 
system pursued iu our Supremo Conrt is al- 
most as bad. To lawyers who have been ac- 
customed tom'jtprius business in Westmin- 
ster Hull, a trial before the Chief Justice of 
Vancouver Island must be a painful spectacle, 
and to by-slanders it certainly seems incom- 
prehensible that men of undoubted talent, ns 
some el ou: geutlemen of tho long robe are, 
should waste so much tirao as thoy ordinarily 
do in the trial of any important case; in ob- 
jections and arguments which to outsiders, 
however souud and strictly logal they may 
be, souud vexatious and frivolous. "My 
Lord I object," hii9 bocorne so completely 
a part of tho proceedings, that we are 
in constant expectation of hearing 
from tho foreman of tlie jury that 
he and hi* compeers strongly object to their 
time being wasted, to the want of punctuality 
observed by tho witnesses, the Counsel's 
Attorneys, and nil parlies conoerned except 
the Judge, to tho miserable pay which they 
receive for sitting day after day trying 
a case, and to tho general system of the ad- 
ministration of justice; there would bean 
outcry amongst tho learned Counsel were the 
foreman to rise with the '.veil known aud too 
oft repeated sentence '' My Lord, I object,' 
but he certainly 1ms as strong a right to urge 
his substantial objections as Connsel has to 
reiterato their frivolous objections. If tho 
Judge were able to decide promptly aad 
authoritatively what evidence is admissible, 
and what is not, there would bo scarcely 
any perceptible delay in the proceedings, aud 
objections would not bo sn constantly raised, 
nor would attempt* be made to drag in evi- 
dence which is quite irrelevant. Tho action 
taken by tho House of Assembly will, it is to 
be hoped, provide us with a Jud^o ivho will 
maintain his own position on the Bench with 
dignity. Our present Chief Justice has most 
certainly allowed loo mtiob latitude to tho 
Bar, and it is utterly impossible to restore 
that confidence which does not and probably 
never has existed, but which is n most es- 
sential ingredient in the composition of a 
British Court of Justice. Litigation, ns it 
exists at present, bids fair to become a oom- 
plete farce in this colony, and although wo 
would always advise our friends to keep oat 
of law, it by no means follows that the ex- 
isting difficulties in the way of trying cases 
will tend to improve tho tone of publio 
morality j on tho contrary, wo should be 
diiposed to think it would most unquestion- 
ably lower it. Our Courts, our Lawyers, our 
Judges, and our Jury system are all more or 
less brought into contempt and disrepute — 
which is alike injurious to the profession ol 
the law and to suitors in the Court. The 
necessity for having a la vyer on the Bench 
has now become so apparent that it is sur- 
prising that any party in tho House should bo 
found to support a Bill to authorize 
the appointment of any other tban a lawyer 
to bejudgo in the Small Debts Court. The 
same rules of evidence apply in Courts of 
Summary and limited jurisdiction as in tho 
superior courts, and consequently require a 
legal mind to take in and reject relevant evi- 
denco on the spur of the moment. 

It would be somewhat anomalous under 
existing circumstances to appoiut a lawyer 
to preside in the Small Dobts Court, whilst 
we have a lawyer sitting in our Supremo 
Court, and as we have frequently said be- 
fore one active judge could get through the 
whole of the business of tho two courts. If 
there are any arrears at any time which are 
pressing, it rests with the governor to ap- 
point an associato judgo temporarily to as- 
sist tho Chief Justice in getting through his 
business. A suggestion from the House to 
His Excellency to make such an appoint 
ment would not oome amiss at the present 
time.

PILOT BILL AMENDMENTS. 

The House look ap tun amendments on ihe 
Pilot bill, us made by the Legislative Coun- 
cil. 

Amendment to clause 9, making the outer 
boundary of the cruuing pronnd extend to 
Sooke harbor instead of Race Kecks was 

discussed, 

Mr. Duncan opposed tho proposed exten- 
sion. 

Dr. Tolmie said ho had consulted one of 
Ihe pilots, who had told him lhat they hud 
not the slightest objection to the extension. 

Mr. DeCoamos supported the amendment, 
which was agreed to. 

Tho amendment providing that unlicensed 
pi'otB, other than the master, shall surrender 
any vessel undor their charge botween Sooko 
harbor and Trial Island to the first lieeused 
pilot hailing kucIi vessel, was agreed to. 

The amendment striking out clause 17 of 
this bill, which provides that any outward- 
bound vessel recpiiring the service! of « 
pilot shall fly her Hag for twelve hours before 
leaving, was laid over. 

The amendment allowing all steamers to 
come in free of pilotage was accepted, Dr. 
Powell and Mr. Duncan dissenting. 

Amended rates of pilotage, $5 per foot on 
inward-bound vessels, spoken outside of a 
straight lino front Sooke harbor, south to 
Washington Territory ; 84 per foot, between 
that line ami a straight line from Haco Hocks, 
south to Washington Territory, and S3 per 
loot betwoeu the line from Race Uocks to 
Washington Territory, aud a line Irom Trial 
Island siuth to Washington Territory. 

Mr. DeCosmos advocated a rate uf $."> per 
foot botween Sooke and llaca Hocks. From 
Race Rooks inward, ho would propose 31 
per foot. 

Mr. Duncan supported tho same arrange- 
ments. 

Mr. Young said it was not desirable to 
induce pilots, by high rates, to go outside of 
Sooke ; by so doiug vessels might be missed 
altogether. 

Mr. Franklin hoped that the Council, by 
fixing these rate*, had no intention of inter- 
fering wilh the money privileges of this 
House. 

The Speaker said it was not a matter of 
privilege. The Council has >\ perfect right 
lo do us they had done. 

Tho rates were fixed al 85 por foot be- 
tween a itraight lino from Sooke harbor 
south to Washington Territory, and a lino 
from Race Rocks south to Washington Ter- 
ritory: and §4 por foot on vessels inside of 
Knee Hocks; and on outward hound tossbIs 
84 per fool to a safe anchorage in Royal 
Bay. 

The new clause fixing a rale of$l 50 per 
foot between the harbors of Victoria and Es- 
quiinalt, was agreed to. 

Tho amendment making the fines, ic. pay- 
able to tho Treasury, was agreed lo. 

The amendment striking out the pawor of 
nppcal from ilia Pilot Commissioners lo tho 
Governor was agreed to. 

Tho last section, providing that tho Pilots 
should not be entitled to receive their fees till 
tboy procured a proper boat, obtained their 
certificates, and complied with all tho provi- 
sions of the Act, was agreed lo. 

Tho amendment striking out the ci-use in 
the bill which stipulates that any outward 
bound vessol shall fly her flag for a pilot for 
12 hours previous to time of sailiug, was 
rejected. 

Tho amendment striking out tho clause 
providing for Ihe payment of unlicensed 
Pilots in tho absence of licensed Pilots, was 
also rejected. 

Th3 rest of the amendments, bciug chiefly 
of a verbal nature, wore ngreed to.

Baitinck Arm Co. vs. Hood. — Mr. Wood 
commenced his address to the jury when the 
court met. The learned couusel dilated at 
considerable length upon the manner in 
which Hood hud been dealt with by .Messrs. 
Gary and Green in making Hie agreement. 
In support of the plea of fraud, Mr. Wood 
quoted several passages of law, to show that 
there was a legal obligation on tho parties 
drawing Mr. Hood into this agreement, to see 
not only that he was not deceived in any way 
but that he had every opportunity of being 
thoroughly conversant with the nature of tho 
dceils by which he was to bo bound in this 
agreement ; that it was Mr. Gary's duty, 
legally as well as in honor, to have recom- 
mended Hood to have consulted somo frionds 
if uot a logul adviser. Tho learned counsel 
went on to point out that Mr. Gary had made 
use ol his riamu and position, and had traf- 
ficked upon his professional status and offi- 
cial position, he having consented to aet as 
tho legal adviser of tho company, and had 
prepared all the papers for the registration of 
the company, aud tho agreements bolween 
Green and Hood, taking as his remuneration 
one-sixth part of tho proceeds arising Irom 
tha road. Tho learned counsel proceeded : 
Air. Cary has told that they dealt with Hood 
at arms length, and it appears that they have 
looked upon Hood as a sheep ready for 
shearing, and Mr. Cary seems to have thought 
that his position entitled him to be fie slua - 
er. You will remark thut you have two men 
of tho world to deal with, one who, to say 
the least of it, is not quite so acute as the 
lawyer and the speculator with whom he is 
entering in ton sort of partnership. Green 
mid Mr. Cary have 3Worn that there wbb only 
one meeting at Mr. Gary's house; Mr. Hood 
will tell you that there were two meetings. 
Thora is nothing in particular turning upon 
this second meeting, but you will judge froiti 
'.ho evidence whether or not, if Mr. Tory 
Mr. Green have suppressed or forgotten to 
mention this second meeting, their accuracy 
us to the other statements is to be relied upon 
inother matt r<. Mr. Gary evidont*y,«a'd the 
learned counsel, muds use of his influence 
with Government to induco Hood to come 
into this scheme; ha has teld Hood that ho 
will get him further time from the govern- 
ment if it was required; Mr. Cary took care 
to keep his own name out of tho company, 
and in asking tho government for any 
favors, ho h is done fo apparently as an inde- 
pendent and patriotic individual. 
Do you think, gentlemen of tho jury, that Mr. 
Hood could have entered into that agreement 
if ho had not relied upon tho probity and 
honor of those with whom lie was dealing? 
It will be impossible for you to reconcile Ihe 
statements of the plaintiir and his witnesses, 
aud the defendant nod his witnosses. If you 
atlcmpted to do so you would die in Ihe box 
before you could succeed; but you can com- 
pare tho ovidenee, and form your own opin- 
ions from the comparison.. You must be 
aware from tho evideuco, that Hood had to 
doal with two men of the world who have 
showu themselves able and unscrupnlous, 
ready to take every advantage of Hood, and 
it will bo for you, gentlemen of tho jury, to 
teach Mr. Cary that he cannot do those 
things with impunity, that lie cannot trado 
in fact upon his professional and official 
poiition. After concluding his address Mr. 
Wood asked leavo to put a question to Mr. 
Cary. 

Mr. Cary was asked if he had not said 
that the Chief Justice's paper was flying 
about the town, and that Hood had bought it 
tu purchase the Judge's favor. 
Mr. Gary denied having said so. 
Mr. Morris was Ihen recalled and ques- 
tioned by the judge. 

I wrote a letter (producod nnd read) im- 
mediately after my examination yesterday; 
the Chief Justice read it in my presence and 
said ho did not care about the contents, all 
that ho carod abuut was that both parlies 
should have justice. 

Mr. Gary said thai tho statement of Mr. 
Morris wub untruo. 

Mr. William Hood oalled and examined 
sy Mr. Wood — lama contractor aud havo 
had experience in road making, and live in 
Iiritisb Columbia; I recollect tho month ol 
June, 18C2; I camo here about lGlh June, 
1862; I hud previously sont a voasol frem 
San Francisco with stock, horses, provisions, 
io., for sale; I arrived hero the 16th, and tho 
vessel (the Maryj containlngthc merchandise 
and stock camo in tho same day; 1 had never 
been in this colony before; I may havo heard 
talk of the coast routes; had road papers 
about Ihe ReDtinck Arm in California; a man 
by tho name of West came to mo to talk 
about tho Bentrriak Arm; he talked about 
the advantages of tho Rentinck Arm route 
over the others; he took mo to Mr. Green 
and introduced mo to him; that was the 
20th, on a Friday; I saw him about 11 
o'olock; ho told Mr. Green I was tho porson 
that Green and he had been talking about; 
West stayed awhile and said I havo brought 
you together, I think you'll make a bargain 
and I will leave; at thin the first interview, 
Mr. Oreen asked me what countryman I was; 
I believe rny answer was that I was born in 
Scotland; ha talked to me also about Ihe ad- 
vantages of the Bentinck Arm roulo above all 
the olliers; that they ha la Company here that 
wa3 nr.t considered anything about, and that 
ho meant to throw them overboard; I ?aid to 
him that I had brought horo with mo horses 
and provisions but I could not gat a sale for 
them, nnd if ho would make it advantageous 
to me and give me a show, I would make the 
rond; he gave me I suppose, all tho informa- 
tion he had, nnd explained a good deal about 
it; ho said ho was the Iiontiuck Arm Co., 
and was tho only party that could treat with 
me, that tho others had not subscribed any- 
thing; and he did not think it necessary to 
havo anything more to do with thorn, and 
that the thing was nearly gone ; 
he showed mo a bundle of papers 
nnd said they had got nn assignment Irom 
Kanalil Macdonald. I think ho at that lime 
showed mo an agreouent for a charter be- 
tween Ranald Macdonald and the Governor. 
I desired to see tho assignment of Ranald 
Macdonald, to know exaotly how the thing 
stood, lie said he conld'ut show me the 
agreement, but said he had agreed to give 
Uanald Macdonald one-twentieth part of tho 
whole concern. He said ho could not find

ArTKRKOO.V SESSION'. 

Examination of Mr. Hood continued by 
Mr. Wood.— The Labouchorc had been laid 
on to go up tho coast. I had talked it over 
with Green ; it was tho only ohanco of 
getting there. Mr. Green introduced ma to 
Mr. Gary as the party ho had boen spoaking 
of, and that I was the party willing to under- 
take tho road if I could got it on terms that 
would bo advantageous to mo. Part of tho 
conversation was repeated over about the 
practicability of it as at Mr. Green's office. 
Mr. Cary then said was it not rather a largo 
undortaking for one party? I said that I did 
not know anything about iho place, that I 
would liko to go and see it first, that I could 
not work impossibilities more than any other 
man ; but I would go and do the bost I could 
in this ; Mr. Cary sat down and paused 
awhile. Mr. Green, I think, was readiug tha 
paper, and looked up aud asked what now? 
and Mr. Cary said did ynu hoar what Hood 
said? that he wanted lo go and see it fust ; 
then Mr. Green repeated about somo man 
going up there befare, and that it was per- 
fectly practicable j that thoy had gono through 
with their goods; and then bogan to talk 



again, and I asked Mr. Cary whether he was 
a lawyer ! he replied that he was, and lhat ho 
was Attorney General as well. I am stating 
tho words as nearly as I cao recollect ; wa 
began to talk about terms ; what proportion I 
should have, and what thoy Bhould have ; 
they suggested that thsy should ln.ve one- 
thirtl and I two-thirds. I made no objection 
as it was in their hands ; I did not know if I 
was getting enough or too much. I then said 
to Mr. Cary if thoy were to gel that much he 
was to nttend to all the legal expanses and 
get the papers from the Government; he said 
he could get exlonsions of the tima ; that he 
was all powerful with tho Government; that 
I hud only )• write to him and that he could 
get any extension or alterations thnt I re- 
quired. Mr. Cary said that according to their 
agreement with Ranald Macdonald they had 
to get np a company ; everything was then 
pul into Ids hands ; wo to»k our leavo and we 
were to call again on tho third day after. It 
was agreed that myself, Mr. Green, Ranald 
Macdonald and Mr. Cary wore to be mem- 
bers of the company, and Mr, Cary was to 
find otherR. I was to proceed immediately 
and out tho trail and prove that it was prac- 
ticable if possiblo. Mr. Cary look Iho lead 
in the conversation and appeared lo bo the 
principal in tho whole thing. I oould not say 
whether the agreement with Ranald Mac- 
donald and tha Government was produced. 
I don't thiak any documonta were ; no deed 
wai read through ; no doed was explained 
that I rocolleat of; no suggestion vrns made 
that I should consult a legal adviser. I 
supposed that Sir. Gary wus to attend to all 
tho legal affairs ; tha assignment of Ranald 
Macdonald to Groen was referred to ; nothing 
was said about blaxing a trail ; nothing else 
was said about tho trail. I lelt Mr. Gary 
about 3 o'clock in tho aftornoon ; I want to 
work immediately as tluro was very little 
time to spare ; thoro was only that day and 
Saturday as the boat was to leave Monday ; 
we made an appointment to moet on the 
Sunday, when I was to ba shown a draft of 
tho agieomonl ; wo went to Mr. Cary's house 
on the Sunday ; Mr. Gary had mado a draft 
of agreemont, and Mr. Cary read it ; and I 
was also shown pewers of attorney from mem- 
bers of iho company to Mr. Cary to act for 
them. I read some of them. I forgot who 
they were. I never knew and novor saw 
them. I had boon shown the draft between 
Groen, Cary and myself to mako tho road ; it 
was not the same I executed ; I know this 
from reading the othor uftorwards. The last 
wus most binding. Obligations worn muoh 
moia binding than in tho draft I had soon be 
fore. Some of it was repeoting tho agree- 
ment of Ranald Macdonald. Mr. Cary read 
it, as thoro were a uurnber of interlineations, 
and I oould not make it out. It was ar- 
ranged that tha itaamer should lay over two 
days longer, and they would make a clean 
copy of it, and submit it to my porusal on 
Monday. After talking awhile wo went away. 
This all that is material that I can recol- 
lect. This was on the third day after my 
Drat iuterview with Mr. Gary; it was od a 
Sund«y. Un the Monday I still went on 
preparing getting on board stock, Ac. The 
deed was not forthcoming, I called nt Samuel 
Price and Company. I oalled again on tho 
Tuesday, but still could not see it ; thoy said 
it wrs being copied. I called several limes 
and could not see it. The first time I saw 
it was on tlis morning of the 25th, the day I 
left hero. I nover had it in my hands until 
just before signing it. It was signed at Mr. 
Green's office. I read it over. I had pre- 
viously threatened lo take tho stook ashore, 
if they could not get the deed ready. When 
I saw tho deed, I told them I had not had 
time to read it properly, and that there were 
a great many things in it lhat wero not in 
before, but that I supposed 1 was dealing 
with gentlemen, and they would not take a. 
mean advantage of mo. I think thoro was 
another paper signed cither previouj or at 
that lime. I did not understand it, They 
said it was necessary for tho agreoment. It 
was a small paper. I hud two letters, one to 
a party in Rella Coola, a porson that Mr. 
Greon said I should see, and it said I was to 
ass all haste in making tha trail. I did not 
read it boforo I was on board. Tho deed 
was signed in duplicate. I wanted to take 
one of the copies, Green tiiada some excuse, 
and said if I had a friend in town lie would 
go and promise to leave it with thorn, as it 
wanted the specification* with it. We went 
to Mr. Macdonald, Mr. Greon accompanied 
me, remarking on the way thai he did not 
v?ish thin agreement Bhown to anybody, that 
it would make mob an opposition with the 
Uute Inlet and othora ; it weuid put an end 
to the wholo thing. We went (a IVlacdonald's 
bank. Mr. Green made the promiso ho would 
deposit tham wilh Macdonald when he got 
tho assignment of Ranald Macdonald, which 
he could not find. I had only the lotter 
spoken of with me; the letter drew ray nt. 
tention to biasing tho trail. Nothing was 
said, particularly about this, until I had this 
letter. I read it on beard the vessol. Tho 
Labouclicro did njt start on the. 2 1 at, as Lieut. 
Palmer was on board with nil hii men and 
horses. Mr. Green had mentioned that 
Lieut. Palmer was ono of tha Sappeis and 
Miners, and was going to look over the trail. 
Mr. Green mentioned I wa3 to keep good 
friends with Lieut. Palmer. I don't know 
about any mooting of the Company. The 
only meatiugs I know of wars the two with 
Cary alroady mentioned, We were eight days 
gotling to Bentinpk Arm. We got ashore 
tho morning after our arrival. The small pox 
was raging ibare, nnd most of the Indians 
had left. We got tho horsss on shoro next 
morning ; next day I started ; we found a trail. 

1 took tools nnd provisions, aud all ineluded' 

2 or 3 toos, ; there wore 28 horses ; the trail 
was very busby in places, swampy and a great 
ileal of heavy timber ; it was a very rough 
country ; in somo placn3 ea3ier; I hired all 
tho Indians I could get, nnd Rarry Johnson 
was my main pilot in getting through along 
with the Indians; I sometimes wont ahoad 
with him to exploro tlie roqte, so that wo 
might out it out and got the hor'sei through; 
it wus not practicable for horses without 
being cut out; Irom Stucy to tho slido there 
is heavy timber, and in other places vory 
rocky and a very large slide; finding tho road 
was so bad between Sluey and the Arm I wus 
getting frightened that we should not have 
provisions enough, I secured what Mr. Young 
had up there; Mr. Palmer was up there and 
could net get on; ha waitpd till wo came 
and cut him out; ho again went on, but oould 
not got his horsos through; I found it impos- 
sible to got through tho line to blaze aud lay 
it out by the 30th July; 1 did what I could; 
I took sonic goods through; after I came 
down I saw Green and Cary, I then saw the 
-pocifications for the first time; I told them 
lhat I did not know that a wagon raad w '"» 
intended to bo put through so soon, I had 
only undertaken tho bridge road; I told them 
moi'o time would bo necessary; I wanted 
tlioni to go up tp {few Westminster 
and make arrangements: llioy would 
would nol dq so. I went up to Now West- 
minster and saw Colonel Moody, who would 
not rooognize me. I onma back nnd told 
Cary thnt I thought I had' boon fooled ; I 
asked him to pay ma for the work I had dona 
and tuko the contract into his own hand 
agaiq. Mr. Cary turned round in his seat 
and pulled his eyelid dowq. I loft him in 
disgust. I then went down to San Prnn- 
cisco. I received a letter from Mr. Green 
asking mo to como back, telling mo that I 
should have a new chaitor in my own namo. 
I camo back accordingly. Applications wero 
made to Government in respoet of a now 
charter, but nothing has como of thom. I was 
arreslod on the morning that I was going up 
to lako this sontract, and held to hail, 1 wus 
thero occaaiona]ly after that, Maodonalil held 
my power of attorney. I was anxious to 
settle this lawsuit amicably, but I fouud it 
impossible to settle with them without r. suit. 

Cross examined by Mr. Ring.— -Why did 
you not wish Ranald Macdonald to be joined 
with you 1 I did not wlsn to ha associated 
with a lot of half-breods, I never had a con- 
tract for opening a road or a trail before I 
camo qp here. I never had a oo;itract for a 
rond or trail railroad before I came up. I 
entered into this undertaking intonding to lake 
man witb mo to do tha work. I oomidor that 
I did tho work that was lo bo dona in a aatis- 
faotory mannor. I had boan engaged in farm- 
ing, house building, bridge building and ship 
building, I l|aye had contracts lor such 
work- ; I have gone Intq tl|am w|lh and 
without written contraoti. I had either to 
sign this agreoment botween G.ecn and my- 
aell, or to go without signing it ; tho deed was 
witheld from roe until tho moment boforo I 
started. 

Court here adjourned until 10 o'olock this 
day.

They journeyed pretty successfully until they 
reached the neighborhood of Lake Ngami, 
nnd thon mado northwards lor the Victoria 
Falls, on the Zambesi, aad explored thut 
river for sotno distance below them. At ono 
time, in Ihe Hottentot country, their cattle 
were attacked with lung sickness ; al another 
timo they hud to leave them behind as llioy 
travorsed oa foot a region known lo be in- 
vested with a fly called the telze, tho bito of 
which is fatnl to cattle. Then the country 
Boulh of Zimbesi was so rocky that the wag- 
gons could not cross it, and they had to march 
up and down in an intense heat between tho 
waggon station and tho spot on tho river 
where they resolved to lauuch their boats. 
Hut beforo theso wore ready, disasters camo 
thick upon them. Tho rainy seasou set in. 
Tho country around tho waggons was 
swampod, tho servants wero laid low wilh 
fever, Iho cuttle roamed ahout unattended, 
aud were maddened with mosrpiitoos. The 
unfortunate Mr. Chapman was confined for 
suvoral weeks with raving delirium. He got 
bettor at last, but many of the Danisms 
died. The boat had to be given up. Chap 
man and Raines mado tor Liko Ngami, 
leaving twenty-two invalids to follow them, 
who, all but four, wero murdered by llio Mata- 
bcles. 

Tho surviving adventurers were now in the 
most perilous plight. It was doubtful wheth- 
er they ever would gel b:ick to the colony, 
tor a war between the Hottentots and the 
Damaras had cut them oil from the coast, 
Such was tho deplorable end of the last ex- 
pedition. The head pioneer himself is sur- 
rounded by circumstances which must almost 
h no induced him lo despair. Le tors written 
in May and Juno of this year describe him 
as being in Iho Shire country, near tho river 
Zambesi. It seoins that the country has 
been depopulated by famine and slavo wars. 
''No words can convey an idea ol its desola- 
tion." The few gaunt skeletons who remain 
aro slowly dying in a strange lotharyy ol 
despair. Gf tho few European* in tho expe- 
dition, Thornton and Dickinson havo died of 
fever. Kirk, C. Livingstone, Mellor, and 
Clarkrt havu to return homo invalided. If 
tiio missionaries do not gel to tho hills, wo 
are told that tha gravest (ears are entertained 
for their lives. Dr. Livingstone had station- 
ed himself on the highest ground he could 
find, but the last ivo heai from him is that a 
fortnight't dysentery had taken u good deal 
of the "pith" out of him. Still the un- 
daunted doctor, rising from his bed of sick- 
ness, set himself almost "-ingle-handed to 
the task of getting his boat overland to bake 
Nyasaa.

Then, finding himself nn- 
oblc to stand, with his blood pouring b om 
three wounds, ho leaned faintly on the 
shoulder of Captain Currio of Bragg's Regi- 
ment (the 28th); but even while his eyes 
were glaziug, and amid tho ogonios of ap- 
proaching dissolution, bo nover forgot his 
anxiety for tho fortune of the field. " My 
eyesight and strength are failing me !" said 
he to Capt, Cqrric, rsjow it wus that, filled 
with fury by his full, the whole lino ad- 
Yanoed to tho charge, and, Hinging aside their 
muskots in tho old Highland fashion, the 
Frazors rushed on with dirk and claymore, 
making a dreadful slaughter among the 
French, whom Montcalm vainly strove to 
rally nine ranks deep.

— The 
Minotaur, which was launched n few weeks 
ago in England, is a ino.ister, boside which 
even iho celebrated Warrior shrinks into di- 
minished proportions. Her capacity is (i, 812 
toU3, which would make lux nearly three 
times ns big as the North C irolina, 74-gun 
ship, which has so long lain at thu Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. Tho Minotaur differs in some 
impotlanl respects from tho Wairior nod 
other Hiilish ironclads. She is sheathed 
from bow to stern with iron plates Si inches 
in thickness, while tho Warrior is armored 
only in tho midship section, and that with 
iron nu inch thinner. Tho Minotaur is 30 
feel lunger than tho Warrior. Her armor 
will weigh 1,000 tons; her engines aro to 
work 1,350 horsepower; sho ia e.xpacted to 
steam 11 miles an hour. Her armor is 
fastened to 9 inches of tough Tennasserim 
teak. The ship is 400 foot long, CO feet 
wido, and draws 2;"!^; feet— a very moderate 
draft for so huge a vessel. The Minotaur is 
to have two sisters, now on the stocks, the 
Agineourt and Northumberland.
